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For the first time Melbourne art lovers have the privilege of becoming 
properly acquainted with the work of Percy Lindsay, the eldest of 
that noted family of artists. To those who for long have known his 
worth, the quality of these pictures comes as no surprise. Mis was 
always a discerning and subtle eye, and his hand possessed the family 
deftness and sympathy. 

For many years he has lived in Sydney, and until now, his output 
being small and much in demand, he has not had in hand at one time 
a sufficient number of canvases to warrant a "one-man show" in 
Melbourne. However, the time has now arrived, and we may enjoy 
to our heart’s content these exquisite and charming pictures. They 
combine qualities of both strength and delicacy, whether in the 
treatment of form or tone or colour, and the actual handling of the 
paint could only be that of a gifted and much experienced artist. 
Flis sensitive nature inclines him to select those subjects whose chief 
note is quiet and tranquillity, but when occasion calls, he has 
enough of decision and the power to present sharp and convincing 
contrasts. He has also a fine poetical sense, and it persists right 
through his work. In these days this quality is rare, but it is an 
endearing one, and Percy Lindsay gives us the opportunity of appre¬ 
ciating it if our responsiveness is at all capable of being touched.
